Born in Minnesota sixty years T 
a^o, Mr. Cackey had spent the d 
Kreater portion of his life in ’ 
California. Elxcept for a brief I 
period spent in tlie .Xntelope Val¬ 
ley, ho had resided the entire 
time in Sierra Madre. As a car- t 
penter and contractor he worked • 
upon or built a great many liou.se.s' 
in Sierra Madre and was univer- 
-saily spoken of as capalile and ^ 
honest. 

He found keen iileasure in, 
hunting and fishing and few men 
are more familiar tlian lie with 
tlie Sierra Madre mountain.s. He' 
.served for a time as city trustee, 
and in all tKe relations of life 
' was honored for his good com¬ 
mon sense and helpful spirit.
